would ye know how this comes to paſs; that our: bleſſed Lord has. 
gotten ſuch wonnds, and that his wounds appears in two places, 
the day would ye know how he has: gotten theſe. two wounds, . the 
day Juſtice gave him one: blow for the Sin of the 7ews, becauſe: 
they had ſinned,” Juſtice ſays, they muſt die, Chriſt ſays rather, 


give me aiblow on the Cheek, though it ſhonld ding all the Fleſh: 


from the Bones, well ſays Juſtice, muſt it be ſo, then Juſtice gives 
him one wound, . know yee how he has gotten another wound? he 
has gotten it for the Sin of the Gentiles, and among the reſt, for: 
the Communicants of Carr:ck; . this day it 1s for you, . Juſtice favs, 
they muſt die, wrath muſt be:upon Carrick, and wrath muſt be up- 
on: the profeflors of Scotland, except the Son of God take: a blow- 
and wound on the behalf, it 1s-on this account -he ſuffers; and for 
your ſake he takes it, yee ſee now his Body one way, and his Blood 
another; and if yee had looked on him in the Garden , when e-- 
very drop of Sweat - was like a drop of Blood ; think yee-thar he: 
come. caſily. by the bargain, indeed yee have come eaſily by the. 
bargain : O profeſlors of Carrick, yee. may ving the Victory'is-pur-: 
chaſed to your hand, that the great King: procured, 1s brought to! 
your hand, and let me ask one queſtion of you, when yee law your ' 
Mediatar iſo wounded, and in ſuch a caſe, what would ye think of 
them? the day that. would- call you, that. yee will give him a wound,: 
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the day tb ail that he has gotten, and that yee will give him a 

wound that ſhall be ſorer, and be fadder to him, then all the wounds 
he ſuffered ; he is content to be tattered for your ſakes, but he is, 
not. content to be tattered by you; he is not content when he is * 
pauncing his wounds for you, that ye ſhowild' give him a wound - 
more ; do ye ſutfer in your hearts to crucifie him a freſh? I confeſs 
ye may think on us as Fools and diſtracted Perſons, and ſay, what 
need we preſent a cup of Wine, and a peice of bread, could it not 
be done in another way? indeed, if our Lord had nor appointed it 
himſelf, we had been m. the dark, and had carried as diſtracted per- 
ſons; woe to them that comes in with their Surpliiſe, and corner” 
Caps, and Oil and Salt, and all the reſt of their Ceremonies, and 
theſe things that Chriſt *Jeſys never warranted nor appointed, but 
that yee may ſee, and be convinced, that thoſe .things is not our 
devices, but the appointment of God himſelf we ſhall read the inſti- 
tution to you, and let” you ſee the warrant that he himſelf bath - 
given, that he*hath ſet down in the Evanigeliſts, but we ſhall read 
that which is ſet down in the 1 Corinthians 11 chap. 2 ver. For I 
have received of the Lord, that which alſo I delivered to you, that 


the Lord Jeſus in the ſame night wherein he was ons took 
bread.”

Now Sirs, ye ſee that he can ſet apart what FEI he pleaſes; 

and can make them indeed ſignificant ceremonies and pleadges to 
purpoſe, to be clear ſymptoms and remembrances of a bargain be-
